The  Eagle,  Wlaconaln  (Waukeaha 
CCounty)  collector  had  beenlnatru- 
nmental  In  forming  the  Oconomowoc 
-Coin-  Club  and  alao  aerved  the  Wa- 
lukeaha  and  Milwaukee  cluba  and 
:promoted  numlamatlca  at  every 
•turn, 

Kurt  was  sponsored  by  N.O.W.  In 
hhla  quest  for  national  recognlt- 
llon  and  the  A.N.A,  judge  and  co- 
mmittees concurred  that  Kurt  In- 
cdeed  waa  the  ultimate  In  a young 
iperaon  In  numismatics. 

When  the  convention  ended  on 
/August  14, Kurt  Robert  Krueger  had 
tbeen  honored  no  less  than  four 
ttlmes,  an  Incredible  feat  for  a 
rperaon  20  years  old.  In  addlt- 
^lon  to  the  "Young  Numismatist  of 
•the  Year"  Award  T a set  of  beau- 
^tlful  Franklin  Mint  Medals), Kurt 
irecelved  the  Gordon  Green  Award 


for  Best  Junior  Exhibit,  U.S, Coins, 
the  A.N.A. Be at  of  Show  Junior  Award, 
and  a four-piece  gold  set  awarded 
for  merit  In  numlamatlca.  These 
awards  were  not  easily  won  but  were 
the  result  of  tremendous  Involvement 
and  personal  travel  and  effort.  The 
young  numlamatlat  dossier  (prepared 
by  N.O.W.)  covered  several  t3rpewrl- 
tten  pages  and  seemed  more  like  a 
vocational  summary  than  a hobby  ac- 
complishment, On  the  exhibit  awards, 
Kurt  had  a winning  exhibit  on  the 
state  scene  prior  to  notification 
that  he  had  been  selected "Young  Nu- 
mismatist of  the  Year"  and  summoned 
to  Washington.  When  notified,  he  at 
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once  set  to  work  rebuilding  the  bet- 
ter, self-contained  exhibit  that  swept 
the  A, N. A. Junior  Awards  field.  This 
Involved  a revamping  of  his  numisma- 
tic information,  building  a new  case, 
and  creating  pilfer-proof  attachment 
of  his  material. 

The  trip  to  Washington  in  itself  was 
a challenge. Kurt  drove  the  trip, along 
with  Bill  Fuchs,  President  of  Wauke- 
sha Coin  Club,  and  Daniel  Fettig,  a 
friend  from  North  Prairie, Wisconsin. 
Once  in  Washington,  young  Kurt  found 
the  $41  per  day  room  rate  appalling, 
the  competitive  Junior  exhibits  of 
excellent  quality,  and  the  Chinese 
food  costing  a minimum  of  $8  to  $32 
per  dinner!  (Needless  to  say  he  ate 
hamburgers  instead.) 

Once  established  in  A.N.A.  Headquar- 
ters, Kurt  was  treated  to  an  excell- 
ent tour  of  numismatic  points  of  in- 
terest by  the  Franklin  Mint.  The 
tour  Included  a trip  to  The  Bureau 
of  Printing  and  Engraving  where  the 
young  numismatists  were  allowed  to  go 
onto  the  operating  floor  where  100- 
dollar  bills  were  being  produced (100- 
bills  are  produced  only  two  days  a 
year  on  the  average,)  While  watching 
the  100-dollar  bills  being  cut  and 
bundled,  an  employee  handed  Kurt  a 
bundle  saying,  "You  can  have  as  many 
bills  as  you  can  pull  out."  The  ti- 
ghtly packaged  bills  of  course  were 
impossible  to  pull  out.  In  another- 
corrldor  was  a pallet  of  20-dollar 
bills.  The  youngsters  were  Informed 
that  the  pallet  held  $52,000,000  in 
currency,  Kurt  mounted  the  pallet 
and  sat  on  the  load,  commenting, "This 
is  as  close  to  sitting  on  top  of  the 
world  as  1*11  ever  get." 

From  the  Bureau  of  Printing  the  group 
was  bussed  to  the  Treasury  Department 
where  they  viewed  the  pictorial  sta- 
ges of  minting  history  as  presented 
by  the  treasury  museum.  The  young  nu- 
mismatists then  visited  the  office  of 
Mrs.  Mary  Brooks, United  States  Trea- 
surer, whom  Kurt  describes  as "a  very 
nice  lady." 

Next  stop  was  the  Supreme  Court  Build- 
ing for  lixnch  and  then  to  the  Smith- 
sonian Institute  where  the  fabulous 
Lilly  collection  of  gold  was  on  dls-

With  the  birthplace  of  our  nation  in 
New  England  and  the  history  of  United 
States  coinage  and  currency  necessarily 
springing  from  this  area  source,  it 
will  be  pleasant  news  to  the  mldwest- 
emer  that  Important  numismatic  happen- 
ings are  occurring  as  close  as  Menasha, 
V/i scons  in. 

The  Gilbert  Paper  Company  of  Menasha  re- 
cently completed  a five-year  educational 
contract  to  produce  paper  stock  for 
United  States  currency  production.  The 
prime  supplier  for  many  years  has  been 
Crane  Paper  Mill  in  Dalton,  Mass.  This 
means  that  Gilbert  is  only  the  second 
paper  mill  in  the  United  States  to  be 
entrusted  with  the  secret  process  of 
creating  paper  stock  for  treasury  pur- 
poses. 

The  paper  stock  is  created  from  a fur- 
nish of  100^  cotton  and  linen  fibers, 
the  end  result  being  a bill  that  la 
sharp  and  crisp  with  a slightly  pebbly 
surface.  The  pebbly  surface  is  known  as 
a "cockle  finish"  and  was  initially 
obtained  by  draping  wet  sheets  of  paper 
over  a pole  and  hanging  them  out  to  dry 
in  the  loft  of  a building.  As  the 
sheets  dried,  they  shrunk  slightly  and 
made  pock  marks  and  pimples  on  the  op- 
posite surfaces.  The  same  effect  is 
achieved  today  by  passing  the  paper 
over  hot  air  Jets  under  mlnim\jm  tension. 

A great  deal  of  prestige  is  associated 
with  the  creation  of  currency  paper, 
but  prestige  is  nothing  new  to  Gilbert 
Paper  Company  who  produce  over  60^  of 
all  stock  certificate  paper  in  the 
United  States. 


Counterfeit  TRADE  DOLLARS  (U.S.)  are 
flooding  the  country.  They  are  of 
all  dates  and  mint  marks  and  it  is 
believed  the  phony  silver  dollars  are 
being  made  in  Viet  Nam.  Should  you 
buy  some,  check  first  for  pitted  sur- 
face, irregular  reeding,  and  surface 
flaws.  Buyers  beware  I

But  Mr.  William  Taft  Olson  did 
cot  have  that  much  money.  So  his  rel- 
ttivea  took  up  a hat  collection  so  as 
CD  give  him  a graduation  present  in 
i.ie  form  of  money. 

ills  gift  consisted  of  fifteen  brand 
t9w  coins.  In  all  it  added  up  to  $2.13. 
i;it  he  still  lacked  $1.12  to  pay  for 
:ie  class  pin.  The  brand  new  coins  were 
Trapped  in  a clean  red  handkerchief  and 
69  stored  them  in  his  trunk.  He  thought 
DDon  he  would  have  enough  for  the  class 
*-ln. 

:iat  summer  the  newspaper  advertised  an 
ppportunlty  to  travel  to  wheat  harvests 
ri  the  great  West  where  the  wages  were 
llgher  than  in  his  home  area.  He  answer- 
ed that  ad  and  when  he  arrived  there 
hie  west  so  intrigued  him  that  he  re- 
gained there  and  the  graduation  event 
^s  forgotten. 

-sars  later,  William  Taft  Olson,  now  a 
"randpa,  received  a printed  invitation 
calling  him  to  come  to  the  fortieth 
iniversary  of  his  high  school  gradua- 
ilon. 


It  was  then  that  he  hunted  up 
the  coins  which  he  had  in  his 
trunk  and  vrtilch  he  immediately 
mailed  to  the  old  Jewelry  firm 
in  his  home  town.  He  requested 
the  Jeweler  to  make  for  him  his 
lapel  graduation  pin  so  that  he 
could  use  it  at  the  fortieth  re- 
union of  his  class. 

The  Jewelry  merchant  wrote  that 
he  had  received  the  money  and  he 
thanked  him  for  it  but  that  ho 
was  unable  to  manufacture  the 
class  pin.  However,  he  said, 

"Don’t  be  alarmed.  Those  beau- 
tiful, uncirculated  coins,  which 
you  sent  having  face  value  of 
$2.13,  are  now  catalogued  in  the 
coin  magazines  as  being  worth 
$4,295.^ 

Here  is  the  proof  of  it  and  vhat 
the  Jeweler  reported : the  threoir 
cent  pieces  dated  1923S  were  cat- 
alogued at  $675.  The  four  nickels 
dated  1924S  were  $2,500.  The  four 
dimes  dated  1924S  were  $320.  The 
two  1924S  quarters  at  |200  and  two 
19233  half-dollars  at  $600  for  a 
total  of  $4,295. 

Which  proves  that  in  the  U.S.A, 
it  can  happen  that  an  embarrass- 
ing situation  may  somethlmes 
ripen  into  and  become  a blessing 
instead . 

At  least  in  this  case  Mr. William 
Taft  Olson  bom  during  the  admin- 
istration of  President  William  H. 
Taft  recently  became  interested 
in  one  of  the  world's  finest 
hobbles,  that  of  numismatics. 

This  could  only  have  happened 
in  the  U.S.A.
